How To Shave 
Safety razors have been but a mixed 
blessing; they have made men forget 
how to shave, Apart from that, even 
a safety razor can only be used in one 
way if the best results are to be ob- 
tained. \ é 

Whichever kind of razor you use, 
you should be careful always to shave 
with the run of the beard. Never 
shave against the grain; it is bad for 
the skin, the beard and the razor. 

A safety razor should be pressed 
flat against the face, and the action 
of a scythe should be imitated. That 
is to say, instead of running the razor 
Straight down the face, use a semi- 
circular motion. 

Perhaps the most important part of 
a shave is the lathering. The more 
the beard is Jathered the softer it will 
become. It is-false economy to scamp 
this part of the performance in order 
to save the trouble. 

An ordinary razor should always be 
stropped before and after use, and the 
soap should be thoroughly taken off 
it by hot water. A razor is all the 
better for a rest occasionally. 

Learn how to use a strop properly. 
The razor strop should hang from a 
point not higher than the Waist-line. 
Shaving, and the care of a razor, is a 
science, and the man who can keep 
his razors in good condition is a man 
to be envied, especially in the winter.

Electricians and Soft Hats,

Making Steel Pens. 

Briefly described, steel pens are made 
as follows: Virst the stee! is rolled into 
big sheets and then cut into strips 
about three inches in width. Lhestrips 
are heated to a bright red and are then 
allowed to cool gradually, which tem- 
pers them. They ure next rolled to the 
hecessary thinness and are cut into 
blank flat pens, and the pens while 
flat are usually stamped with the brand 
or the name of the manufacturer, To 
shape the pens is the next process. 
The rounding makes them hold the ink 
and distribute it more evenly than 
could be done if they were flat. To 
harden them they are_heated to a cher- 
dy red and then suddenly cooled. This 
not only hardens them, but makes them 
clustic. The polishing, pointing and 
finishing come next, and then they are 
ready for use, The little holes in the 
pens at the end of the slits serve to 
make them more elastic and to facill- 
tate the flow of the ink,
